Teachers Being Enrolled. 


EVENING LECTURE. 


A large and intelligent 
audience 


was present at the High school build- 
ing last evening to hear the lecture 
delivered by Prof. F. B. Dyer, of 
Madisonvilie, on "A Trip Through 
Southern Germany." 
Prof. Dyer is 


a very smooth and entertaining talker 
and his experiences as given last even 
ing were, a treat to those who heard 
them. He had ^traveled 
turougl 


France and Italy immediately be'for 
striking Germany. He said througl 
France and Italy, especially France 
the word Lome hardly had an "ex 
istence. In Germany, however, tli 
home is an important factor in the 
life of the peasantry. In France you 
seldom see the, man or head of ^he 
•family appear ' any where with 'the 
family. 'When -you stop with a Ger- 
man family you will meet and know 
the whole family. 
When they attend 


meetings or go from home they go 
together, the whole family usually, 
single file, with the father ab one end 
and the mother at the other end of 
the procession. What one has they 
all have. He said: " I can only say 
things complimentary of these Ger- 
man people. 
The head of the family 


is compelled to spend about twelve 
years of the prime of his life in the 
army. No able-bodied man is exempt 
from this service. During this time 
the family make the living. The' 
whole family work and pool their 
earnings. 
They are very free with 


and courteous to strangers in their 
peculiar way. In traveling by rail 
you enter the coach from the side. 
When you enter the coach you are ex- 
pected to speak to those already 
there, whether you know any of them 
or not. 
When you leave the car you 


must bid them goad-bye. 
While in 


the coach they will talk to you pleas- 
antly, ask you questions, and freely 
give all the information they can. 
How different in our own country! 
The American will bury himself in a 
book or newspaper and get very [angry 
if disturbed by anyone. The com- 
mercial traveler of course is an excep- 
tion to this rule, as he is always 
ready tc get all there is to be gotten 
in the life of a traveler. In England 
it is still worse. Strangers seldom 
speak to one another in 
Enlgand. 


The Englishmen have that hoggish 
way of wanting everything to them- 
selves, and tliey sometimes imitate 
the American tourist. 
I attended an 


out-door meeting in Enlgand one day. 
A gentleman whom I took to be an 
Englishman stood near me holding an 
umbrella in such a way that it was 
ontinually prodding me in the back 
if the neck. I.called his attention to 
t several times without effect. Fin- 
ally I gave him to understand that 
\n Englishman could not impose up-. 
n an American. 'Are you an Ameri- 
,an?' he asked. I told him, yes. 'So 
ami, 1 he said; where do you'live?' 
Mncinnati, said I. 
He said, 'So do 


!.' When you are in Germany you 
ire made to feel at home. Manners 
are a matter of country and times. 
'.i this was a German institute you 
vould shake hands with each other, 
hough you be strangers. We think 
of the German as being slow. Possi- 
bly to some extent they are, but they 
get there. 
When a couple are walk- 


ng down ' some thoroughfare they 
show each 
other 
all 
the 
little 


courtesies, regardless of who may be 
watching 
them. 
They are 
very 


motional. Frequently men in meet- 
ng after a long separation kiss each 
other, while in grief they shed tears, 
but for a short time only, as it is 
ioon forgotten. 
They live by farm- 


ing mostly. Six acres is considered a 
good-sized farm. 
From this they 


Jrequently 
produce 
two or three 


crops. 
The ground is handled in 


such a manner that it does not be- 
come poorer by tillage. On what is 
used in this country to feed one 
sheep, they will possibly feed twenty. 
They use very few horses. 
They 


harness the cow to plow the ground.. 
Girls hire out to work on the farms, 
recei ving for their work f ram four- 
been to sixteen dollarsperyear. Their 
bouses are usually built three story. 
The lower story is used for the stable, 
with the; manure pile in the front 
yard. 
The second floor is all in one 


room. In 'this they eat and live. 
The thirl floor is where they sleep, 
each having a separate bed. 
Every- 


thing is kept scrupulously 
clean. 


Germany is agnation of villages, with 
a tendency toward the larger cities. 
The large cities are increasing in

population rapidly, especially Berlin. 
A stranger will wonder why this loca- 
tion was selected for a large city. 
The German peasantry live mostly on 
bread and coffee. 
The bread is as 


black as coal and ^baked by profes- 
sional bakers. 
It is not eaten until 


it^has been baked at least twenty- 
four hours. It is then delivered by 
wagons.' There is as much difference 
between the coffee they use and ours 
as . there is between hypocrisy and 
true religion. Mark Twain's recipe 
for making German coffee was very 
applicable. 
When you differ with 


the ideas of a German he is ready to 


argue the point. When you differ 
with an Italian he thinks you are a 
'ool. The Americans frequently have 
i good deal of fun with the for- 
iigners, but the German people are 
so courteous they retrain from trifling 
with them. The German people, it 
s-true, are a Jittle slow to catch onto 
or see through a joke, but if you give 
lini time it will finally soak through 
his head and be appreciated." 


WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON. 
There was .a very large attendance 


at this session and much interest 
manifested. 
After the usual opening 


exercises Supt. Dyer took up the 'sub- 
ject of "Geography,1 dwelling upon 
the formation of islands. 
England, 


he said, was not always an island, 
but was once a part of the continent 
and was cut off by the tide. In time 
Novia Scotia will be an island. Long 
Island was formed by the tide water. 
A river may come rushing out with 
its muddy water into the salt water 
of the ocean. The moment the fresh 
water strikes the salt water the mud 
settles to the bottom, as when salt 
dropped into a glass of muddy water 
the mud immediately settles to the 
bottom of the 
glass. Near the 


mouths of these rivers the mud keeps 
settling to the bottom 
until 
it 


reaches the surface of the water, and 
this frequently forms an island. The 
speaker gave an interesting descrip- 
tion'of Southern cities, soil and pro- 
ductions. 
The heated Southern cot- 


ton when shipped to Liverpool makes 
the finest product by being manu- 
factured in the moist atmosphere of 
that city. 
He also gave a very 


humorous description of the freestone 
and sandstone regions of the South 
as compared with the 
limestone 


regions. 
The soil of the limestone 


regions produce fine blue-grass blooded 
horses and pretty g'rls, while the 
freestone • region 
would 
produce 


sprouts, stunted people and razor- 
back hogs, so built that they can 
drink milk out of a jug. Their fit- 
ness for market is tested by hanging 
them across a fence. If the head over- 
balances the body they were sent to 
market. 


When the water 
works whistle 


sounded and the information was 
given that peace was at ^hand, the 
large audience arose and sang "My 
Country 'Tis of TLiee," etc. 


After a few minutes' recess to re- 


joice over the welcome news, Supt. 
Van Cleve gave an instructive talk 
on "Knowledge and 
Leadership," 


giving some valuable advice as to 
resenting insults or imaginary insults, 
especially in answering newspaper 
articles. 
If a newspaper says any- 


thing against you, pay no attention 
to it, as the newspaper man has the 
last say. The newspaper lias not 
half the influence anyhow that many 
people think. Never sling mud, and 
if mud is thrown on you, wait until 
it drys and it will drop off. Never 
take an insult. Never do things that 
will compel your triends to apologize 
for you. Keep up your own seH-rcspect 
and the community will take care of 
your reputation. As teachers, never 
say you have the best calling except. 
Never except anything, as your call- 
ing is second to none. Wherever you 
may be, let your mission be to ac- 
complish some good. Help some one. 
There should be no "good enough" 
teachers. 
They should always be on 


the alert for progress and advance- 
ment. 
Too many, however, appear 


to do just well enough to prevent dis- 
charge. 
The teacher who achieves 


success must be ready to do more 
than is really necessary. When in the 
school room always keep your temper 
and respect your pupils, if you want 
them to respect you. If you do not 
deal justly with your pupils you can- 
not expect them to deal justly with 
you. 
When a boy does wrong never 


tell him that you wonder how he has 
been raised or what kind of a mother 
he has. 


Prof. Andrews, formerly a teacher 


in the Lucasville schools, was pres- 
ent, and on invitation made a few re- 
marks, emphasizing the fact that if 
any teachers are not entirely satisfied 
with their work they should resign at 
once, as they would never be a success 
as a teacher. 


After a few minutes' recess a sym- 


posium on primary work was les! by 
Supt. Dyer. 
Queries were given and 


extemporaneous answers given 
by 


different teaches upon call. This 
proved to be a 
very 
interesting 


feature. "What books, if any, should 
be used in primary work?" was asked. 
Prof. Andrews answered. "Can obedi- 
ence be secured- in primary rooms 
without force?" was answered by W. 
E. Beatty. "How can tardiness be 
prevented?" was answered by Prof. 
Warren. This subject brought out 
considerable discussion, a large num- 
ber placing the blame on the parents 
for not starting the children in time. 
"How often would you hear the new 
beginner read?"was answered by Delia 
McCPelland. She claimed the reading 
should be attended to if everything 
else had to lay over. "Should declam- 
atory work be enforced?" was an- 
swered by Mr. Bratt. 
"How to have 


composition work," was answered by 
Miss Gertrude Oakes. 
"How to get 


parents interested in their children,1' 
was answered by Prof. Andrew*.

Prof. Van Cleve gave one of the best 
talks of the session, advancing the 
idea that to be the best teacher it 
was necessary to be a Christian: the 
only free man being one. who was a 
slave to Christ.

On Board St. Paul, Aug. 1.—Here 


I am writing on board an ocean grey- 
hound, almost at our journey's end. 
Land is now in sight, but it is not 
tfap. land we are looking for. 


We boarded lighters at Newport 


i-JNews Thursday afternoon amid great 
cneers and the playing of popular and 
patriotic airs by our band.' We : were 
then towed to Old Point Comfort 
where we were put on board the great 
St. Paul, commanded by Capt." Sigs- 
bee, 
the horo of the Maine. The 


loading of supplies and ammunition 
took up the rest of the afternoon am 
all night. The afterrioon was .apen 
iin looking at the ship, at her man; 
guns and at her crew, as they kep 
themselves busily -engaged • in 
the 


loading. 
As soon as night came on 


the boys began to hunt bunks on top 
of the vessel, their own quarters 
three decks below being so hot that 
th<?y were unbearable. 
The stench 


coming from them was fearful, and 
no ono can bear being there long. 
Our battalion is the farthest below 
and of course it has the worst of it 
all. 
After the bunks had been found 


the boys, tired and. weary, sought 
sleep and soon everything was quiet, 
except fcr the rumbling of the derrick 
and the thump of boxes as they hit 
in the hold below.
